ANOTHER WARNING. 

If there be any power lodged anywhere 
which can protect the public against the 
erection of buildings in this city which are 
dangerous to the public safety, it is not ex- 
ercised, That this is 4 want in owr system 
which cannot be too so6n remedied, recent 
events have given us snfficient warning. 
Had there been such power existing in the 
hands of responsible and able men, the 
new Court House would never have bees 
built in the defective and dangeroas way 
thet it was, and the roofs never would 
have tumbled dewn. We owe it to the 
providence of God that in that tumbie 
there was no other destruction than 
that of the msterial clumsily 
and heedlessly—not to say dishonestly —put 
together, for had it bappsnedat some other 
time of the day, the loss of life might have 
been great. So also in the fall of the rink 
on Wabash avenue, which occurred two or 
three months earlier, we have to thank God, 
and not our own prudence and forethoeght, 
that bundreds were not crushed and bened 
to death. The demolition of that strudure 
was as complete as it was powible to be, for 
it was absolutely razed to the groand; wd 
it is appalling to think of how terrible the 

wor'd have been had it, o 
ube evening of the fall, been full of peo.

As is proper and reverent, we say that in 
both these imstances we owe it to Divine 
Providence that there was act an appalling 
los: of life. Wedonot mean to say any- 
thing improper or reverent when we add 
that it will not do to trust teo mach to 
Providence. If God provides. that eatas- 
trophes of this kind shall sometimes occur 
where there is no other lows than that of 
material property, so we know that He sume- 
times permits them where swift and terrible 
destruction overtakes His creatures. § it 
would be wise in as to show our faith in our | 
woeks, and accept the leas destructive aceur- | 
rences a8 warnings to guard against their 
repetition, when congratulations at narrow 
escapes may be changed into bitter wailings 
and cries of agony and despair. 

But what are we to do Tn the absence of a 
Board of Inspectors, whose authoritative 
decision shall asamre us that buildings, both 
public and private, are free from danger’ 
We can only fall back upon public option, 
and invoke that where danger seems to 
threaten. We are not slarmists, and do pot 
mean to frighten anybedy, but as the pub- 
tie hae to take care of itself, the public 
must keep its ¢yes open. The Builder of 
this week, which ought to speak with some 
authority, and without recklessness, calls 
attention to the roof of the Opora Honse 
as one likely to meet with the save fate as 
that of the new Court House. This dome- 
shaped structure, says the Builder *. un- 
supported by pillars, and place only 
by the walls. Beneath 
it, and ‘usended w give it strength, 
imterlacing mass of timbers, 
mortised into a syrt of wooden plate rest- 
ing on the top of the walla. These ‘* mor- 
tises "—we use the Builder's description— 
‘ have either shrank or rotted away to such 
an extent that iron bolt: have been em- 
ployed to hold the rapidly separating pais 
together and prevent the entire superin- 
cumbent weight from falling through the 
ceiling.” We hardly need add that, if this 
mass does fall, it falls directly apon that 
apace in the building which, six nights in 
the week and one afternoon, is filled with 
bundreds of people. 

Now such a statement as this, once made 
in a journal of architecture, becomes s mat 
ter of great public concernment. Either it 
is trne, or itis not. If it is true it onght 
to be known, and then everybody who en- 
ters such a building knows that he does se 
at the imminent risk of his life.
